About 2P. M. the 


procession 
moved 
along 
New Mont 


gomery street to Montgomery, 
Wash- 


ington, Kearney, Sutter, 
and 
to 
the 


Grand Army plot in the Odd Fellows' 
cemetery. All along the line of march 
were ladies and children, 
as 
well as 


numbers of the sterner sex, each 
pro 


vided with floral offerings, 
hollowing 


the escort of the National Guards was 
a hearse drawu by four 
black horses 


caparisoned 
in black. 
The inside floor 


of the hearse was carpeted with flow- 
ers. 
Next came the Veterans, 
and the 
German Dragoons on foot who brought 
up in the rear of the Veterans. 
Then 


followed 
Major-General 
Vernon and 
staffin carriages. 
At the cemetery 


the decoration ceremonies 
took place, 


committees 
being detailed to decorate 
the graves of those who slept in other 
cemeteries 
than 
the Odd Fellows' 


Comrade S. W. Bacon delivered an ad- 
dress over the graves of the dead, and 
the Comrades 
then 
dispersed. 
This 
evening 
memorial 
services 
will be 


held at Union Hall.

Quebec, May 30.?A fire started 
in 


Scott street at two o'clock 
p. 
M. 
to- 


day, and is now raging. 
Fifty houses 


have already been destroyed. 
All ef- 


forts of the firemen appear useless.and 
owing to the prevailing 
high 
winds, 


and the amount ot inflammable 
ma- 


terial in the neighborhood, it is feared 
the greater part of ot. Louis suburbs 
will be destroyed. 


Later. 


The fire still continues to rage 
with 


unabated 
fury. 
Already many houses 


have been destroyed, 
and 
there may 


be hundreds. 
Almost the entire pop- 


ulation of tSt. Louis Suburbs are mov- 
ing, and hundreds 
of unfortunate 
suf- 


ferers willbe compelled 
to pass 
the 
night In the open air. 


Thousands 
of people 
are 
on 
the 


streets viewing the 
fire. 
The 
water 


was turned off'from the 
ward 
when 


the fire started, 
which accounts lor its 


rapid spread. 
The A-ylum of the Good 


Shepherd 
is now out of danger.

a great crowd of people who had

Washington, 
30th.?The

tive Departments of the National gov- 
ernment and the offices of the District

ster- 


ling. The supposition 
that this action 


ia based upon a positive knowledge by 
the great banking-house 
that the finan- 


cial affairs as well as political matters 
are becoming very unstable 
is appar- 


ently well-founded. 
In view of these 


facts and symptoms it may 
be

enough to draw acomparative

we have deteriorated 


in some of tbe features 
of National 


prominence and vigor. We may learn

They burned John Schenck, of Yank- 
ton, who bad been shot eight times, 
at Buffalo Gap, on the North side of 
the Platte, between

and 


Sydney. 
On the 17th the Indians

tacked a miner's cabin at midnight, 
at Rosebud, between Custer and Dead- 
wood, and surprised 
and killed all the 


occupants, 
literally hacking tliem to

Nothing can be done 


ou account of the Indians. 
If a man 


goes a mile from camp 
he loses 
his 


scalp.

scalp- 
ing stories, and adds that they are not 
half as 
startling as the facts.

writer helped 
to bury persons killed 


by the Indhns every 
day.

murderous 


atrocities committed by the red-skins.
